How  do  you  choose  your  music? 

"You  really  couldn't  type  the  music  we  sing. 
It's  very  diverse-  a  lot  of  older  tunes,  a  lot  of 
swing,  and  dowop.  It's  filtered  in  with  some 
more  modem  stuff  and  ballads,  gospel-  some 
of  the  more  contemporary  stuff.

About  90  to  95  people  tried  out  this  year 
and  we  took 8  new  members-  7  freshmen  and 
a  sophomore.  It's  tough." 

Do  you  reaudition  each  year? 

"Oh,  no,  you're  in  for  life.  Once  a  Duke's 
Man,  always  a  Duke's  Man-  no  doubtl" 

What's  best  about  being  a  Duke's  Man? 

"That's  a  good  question.  I  suppose  it  is- I 
know  how  cliche  this  is  going  to  sound!-  the 
guys  in  the  group.  I  mean  we  sing  some  really 
nice  music  and  we  tell  a  lot  of  funny  jokes,  but 
it's  the  same  thing  over  and  over  again  and  it 
would  get  boring  if  it  weren  'tfor  the  group.  We 
spend  an  awful  lot  of  time  together,  but  fortu- 
nately we  come  together  and  we  have  a  great 
variety.  It's  a  great  bunch  of  guys."

Campus  Entertainers 
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Mark  Russell 


"My  two  favorite  things  about  Jesse 
Helms, "  Russell  boomed,  "are  that  he  is  color- 
ful and  he  is  not  my  senator!" 

Mark  Russell,  the  piano-playing  political 
comedian  of  PBS  fame,  had  clearly  done  his 
homework  for  the  Winston-Salem  crowd  that 
gathered  in  Wait  Chapel  on  Friday,  March  22. 
The  audience  delighted  in  the  way  Russell  per- 
sonalized his  show  for  North  Carolina  fans,  in- 
cluding jokes  about  toxic  waste.  Piedmont  Air- 
lines, Ross  Johnson,  and  of  course  Senator 
Helms. 

Russell  entertained  for  more  than  an  hour 
with  his  unique  blend  of  political  satire  and 
musical  compositions.  In  between  jokes  about 
the  Gulf  War,  Gorbachev,  and  the  StkL  crisis, 
Russell  crooned  original  songs  about  Schwarz- 
kopf, taxes,  and  the  1992  Democratic  pres- 
idential nominee. 

Before  signing  on  with  PBS  in  1975,  Russell 
worked  with  local  radio  and  television  stations 
in  Washington,  DC.  His  first  job  was  straight 
piano  playing  at  Washington's  Shoreham 
Hotel,  where  he  added  jokes  and  songs  to  his 
repertoire.  His  act  was  so  popular  that  he  re- 
mained at  the  Shoreham  for  20  years. 

"I  got  into  politics  only  because  of  the  phys- 
ical location  of  that  hotel, "  Russell  said.  "If  it 
had  been  Detroit,  I  would  have  done  jokes 
about  the  automobile  business.  If  it  had  been 
Winston-Salem,  I'd  have  been  the  official 
tobacco  comedian." 

"It's  a  boring  story,"  he  said,  "because  I 
would  rather  tell  a  journalist,  'Well,  I  worked 
for  a  senator  and  I  didn't  like  what  I  saw,  and  1 
thought  with  my  little  piano  ill  change  things. ' 
but  it  wasn't  like  that." 

It  seems  that  there  aren't  any  political  situ- 
ations that  Russell  can't  make  humorous,  but 
he  said  that  the  Gulf  War  was  hard  to  handle. 
Especially  on  the  night  of  January  16: 

"The  night  the  war  started  was  opening 
night  at  Ford's  Theater  in  Washington.  We 
thought  to  ourselves,  should  we  cancel?  We 
don't  want  to  appear  insensitive  here.  But 
people  didn't  turn  in  their  tickets... they  trusted 
me." 

Russell  said  that  when  he  walked  on  stage, 
he  was  really  nervous. 

"I  said,  'There  is  only  one  thing  we  are  think- 
ing about  tonight.  One  topic  about  which  we 
are  so  obsessed.  Sould  Pete  Rose  go  to  the 
Baseball  Hall  of  Fame?'  And  1  just  went  on 
from  there  and  it  was  fine." 

Just  as  sure  as  politics  will  continue  to 
occupy  Americans'  minds,  Russell  will  con- 
tinue to  add  humor  to  difficult  national  situ- 
ations. After  a  few  laughs  with  Mark  Russell, 
politics  doesn't  seem  so  serious  after  all.

"Today  the  majority  oj  South  Africans, 
black  and  white,  recognize  that  apartheid 
has  no  future.  It  has  to  be  ended  by  our 
own  decisive  mass  actions  in  order  to 
build  peace  and  security  The  mass  camp- 
aigns of  defiance  and  other  actions  of  our 
organizations  and  people  can  only  cul- 
minate in  the  establishment  of  demo- 
cracy. 

The  factors  which  necessitated  the 
armed  struggle  still  continue  today  We 
have  no  option  but  to  continue.  We  ex- 
press the  hope  that  a  climate  conducive  to 
a  negotiated  settlement  would  be  created 
soon  so  that  there  may  no  longer  be  the 
need  for  the  armed  struggle. 

Today  I  wish  to  report  to  you  that  my 
talks  with  the  government  have  been 
aimed  at  normalizing  the  political  situ- 
ation in  the  country.  We  have  not  as  yet 
begun  discussing  the  basic  demands  of 
the  struggle. 

Mr.  DeKlerk  has  gone  further  than  any 
other  Nationalist  president  in  taking  real 
steps  to  normalize  the  situation.  How- 
ever, there  are  further  steps  as  outlined  in 
the  Harare  Declaration  that  have  to  be 
met  before  negotiations  on  the  basic  de- 
mands of  our  people  can  begin. 

Our  struggle  has  reached  a  decisive 
moment.  We  call  on  our  people  to  seize 
this  moment  so  that  the  process  toward 
democracy  is  rapid  and  uninterrupted 
We  have  waited  too  long  for  our  freedom. 
We  can  no  longer  wait.  Now  is  the  time  to 
intensify  the  struggle  on  all  fronts.  The 
sight  of  freedom  looming  on  the  horizon 
should  encourage  us  to  redouble  our  ef- 
forts. It  is  only  through  disciplined  mass 
action  that  our  victory  can  be  assured. 

We  call  on  our  white  compatriots  to  join 
us  in  the  shaping  of  a  new  South  Africa 
The  freedom  movement  is  the  political 
home  for  you,  too.  We  call  on  the  inter- 
national community  to  continue  the  cam- 
paign to  isolate  the  apartheid  regime.  To 
lift  sanctions  now  would  be  to  run  the  risk 
of  aborting  the  process  toward  the  com- 
plete eradication  of  apartheid.  Our  march 
to  freedom  is  irreversible.  We  must  not 
allow  fear  to  stand  in  our  way."

June  26  the  U.S.  Senate  rejected 
a  constitutional  amendment 
against  flag  burning  with  critics 
arguing  that  it  was  already  dead 
and  being  debated  largely  as 
ammunition  for  use  against  them 
at  election  time.  President  Bush 
called  for  approval  of  the 
measure,  which  said  simply  that 
"Congress  and  the  states  shall 
have  the  power  to' prohibit  the 
physical  desecration  of  the  flag  of 
the  United  States."

On  Tuesday,  September  I  I ,  the  rituals  of  Wake  Forest  University 
were  renewed  at  the  traditional  Opening  Convocation.  As  we  head- 
ed into  our  one  hundred  and  fifty  sixth  academic  session,  Ed  Christ- 
man  asked  those  present  to  help  and  aid  any  person  that  might  not 
have  ever  experienced  hope.  This  request  set  the  tone  for  the  dur- 
ation of  the  ceremony,  as  each  individual  recognized  or  installed 
that  day  was  a  perfect  representation  of  hope  and  that  desire  to 
help  others. 

Weston  P.  Hatfield,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  installed 
David  G.  Brown  as  Provost.  As  Provost,  Dr.  Brown  will  be  called 
upon  to  direct  the  faculty.  He  has  "a  zest  for  dealing  with  change" 
and  will  become  integral  to  Wake  Forest  as  a  national  academic 
institution  Along  with  this  presentation,  both  the  Honor  Council 
and  the  judicial  Board  were  installed,  as  each  member  promised  to 
work  to  the  best  of  his  or  her  ability  in  such  leadership  roles. 

The  |on  Reinhardt  Award  for  Distinguished  Teaching  was  presen- 
ted to  Carl  Everest,  former  Professor  Emeritus  of  Classical  Langu- 
ages. His  years  of  dedication  span  from  1956  to  1989 

Finally,  President  Hearn  introduced  the  speaker,  lohn  G.  Medlin, 
President,  Chairman  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  First 
Wachovia  Corporation.  His  address  entitled  "The  Importance  of 
Studies  in  the  Humanities  to  Prepare  for  a  World  Undergoing  Fun- 
damental Change"  emphasized  that  to  succeed  in  the  world  of  the 
Nineties,  a  liberal  arts  education,  such  as  the  one  offered  here  at 
Wake  Forest,  is  essential.  In  order  that  the  US  maintain  its  position 
as  the  main  "economic  engine  and  peace  maker"  in  international 
affairs,  the  students  of  today  must  take  hold  of  the  challenges  and 
opportunities  awarded  to  them.

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Salamanca,  the  city  of  literary  giants,  nests  in  the  north- 
western hemisphere  of  Spain  This  city,  which  is  in  a  class  of 
its  own,  was  home  to  Wake  Forest  students  during  the  spring 
semester  abroad  While  Salamanca  may  seem  secluded  from 
the  hustle  and  bustle  of  Western  Europe,  it  bathes  in  literary 
and  artistic  slendor.

The  Lady  Deacons  Basketball 
team  finished  the  season  with  a 
15-13  overall  record  and  5-9  re- 
cord in  conference. 

The  Lady  Deacons  earned  an 
ACC  victory  in  their  first  confer- 
ence game  of  the  season.  The 
Lady  Deacs  defeated  Georgia 
Tech  85-72.  The  Deacons  leading 
scorer  was  Beth  Davis  with  27 
points  and  the  leading  rebounder 
was  First  Team  AII-ACC  player 
Jenny  Mitchell  with  14. 

The  Lady  Deacons  also  got  con- 
ference wins  both  times  they 
played  North  Carolina.

The  Wake  Forest  Deacon  Men's 
basketball  team  had  a  strong  sea- 
son with  a  1 9- 1 1  record  and  an  8-6 
record  in  conference.  This  was  the 
best  season  the  Deacons  have  had 
since  1984.  The  Deacons  had  a 
third  place  finish  in  the  ACC  and 
earned  a  bid  to  the  NCAA  Tourna- 
ment for  the  first  time  in  seven 
years.

Then  less  than  a  week  later,  the 
Deacons  manhandled  number 
five  nationally  ranked  Duke,  86-77. 
Duke  only  led  one  time  in  the 
game.

The  Deacons  next  victory  came 
over  Clemson.

After  an  extremely  successful 
season  in  1 989  that  ended  in  an 
ACC  Championship  and  extensive 
NCAA  tournament  play,  the  Wake 
Forest  soccer  team  did  not  stop 
but  continued  to  work  hard  during 
the  1990  season. 

The  Deacons  moved  from  Polo 
Field  into  the  new  Campus 
Stadium.  The  stadium  and  the 
season  opened  with  a  victory  over 
Stetson  in  the  Planters  Life  Savers 
Soccer  Classic.
